telegram from Con­ 
gressman Ralph E. Bailey 
was re­ 
ceived by Mayor Ed Fuchs, Monday 
evening, bringing 
the 
information 
that Sikeston at last is to 
have a 
Post Office Building. The appropri­ 
ation calls for an expenditure of $60,- 
000 for the building. 
The decision of the Committee on 
Public Buildings ends an effort 
be­ 
gun fourteen years ago to secure for 
Sikeston a 
Federal building. The 
first attempt to secure the Post Of­ 
fice building was begun in 1913 when 
the location of a site 
for 
such 
a 
building was authorised. 
Three lo­ 
cations were considered for the site, 
the lot where the Del Rey Hotel now 
stands, the comer lot of Center and 
Kingshighway, 
occupied 
by 
the 
Standard oil filling station, and 
the 
site finally chosen and now owned by 
the government, the lot to the north 
of the Kroger 
Store 
company 
on 
North Kingshighway. 
Since that time, the question of se­ 
curing the building has been ever 
present with the Chamber of Com­ 
merce and with the people 
of 
the 
town, their efforts 
in 
keeping the 
matter before the government being 
largely responsible for the favorable 
action reported above. 
When work on the proposed build­ 
ing is to commence, is still a 
ques­ 
tion, but the measure calls for 
its 
erection during 1927.

Williams and C. G. Oglin, whose tes­ 
timony showed that Robinson 
was 
the last person to be seen in the room 
with Hunter and that after 
he had 
left, Hunter was discovered wounded 
within a few 
minutes. 
Robinson 
waived his right to testify and was 
bound over to Circuit Court, date of 
trial being set for March 16. 
The court room of the 
City Hall 
was crowded with negroes during the 
trial, Hunter having been one of the 
best known negroes in the communi­ 
ty; the case, for that reason having 
attracted 
widespread 
attention 
among the negro race.

Members of the Southeast Missouri 
Peace Officers’ 
Association 
met 
in 
Sikeston, Tuesday afternoon at the 
City Hall as the guests 
of 
Sheriff 
Everett Dye. 
The principal action taken by the 
officers was the adoption of a resolu 
tion requesting the State legislature 
to order the printing and sending to 
each sheriff of the State of Missouri 
lists of automobile licenses issued to 
the owners of cars. It was explained 
that several years ago the legislature 
discontinued the practice of printing 
the names of car owners and 
that 
publication of their names with the 
license numbers will make the 
re­ 
covery of stolen 
automobiles much 
easier. 
This resolution is to be forwarded 
to Senator Ralph Wammack at Jeff- 
rson City, who will be asked to pre 
sent it to the legislature. Letters to 
the State officers association and 
to 
other district associations will also be 
written urging their support of 
the 
measure. 
Means of reducing the number 
of 
bank* robberies in this section of the 
State were also discussed by the of­ 
ficers, who agreed that the co-opera­ 
tion of the banks and public would 
be necessary if the systematic rob­ 
beries are to be checked. No definite 
action was taken, however. 
The association will hold its next 
meeting at Charleston, March 1, 
as 
the guests of Sheriff J. O. King. At 
that time, a constitution and by-laws 
will probably be adopted.

officers being 
present from the district despite the 
unfavorable weather.

ASKING AID FOR 
DRAINAGE DISTRICT 


The Black and 
St. Francis 
River 
Commission of Southeast Missouri is 
to ask the aid of the United 
States 
Government from the 
tax-burdened 
reclamation areas of Southeast Mis­ 
souri and the nation, it was brought 
forth at a meeting of the commission 
at the Idan-Ha Hotel, Cape 
Girar- \ 
deau Monday 
night. 
The 
meeting \ 
was attended by 
40 
representative \ 
landowners from the eleven 
South-! 
east Missouri Counties. 
E. C. Mat­ 
thews, A. C. Sikes and J. S. Kevil at­ 
tended from Sikeston. 
The proposal of the commission, in 
brief, is that in each Federal 
Farm 
Bank district, a Federal 
Investment 
Bank be organized under the control 
of the 
Federal 
Farm 
Loan Board. 
Each of these banks would be 
em­ 
powered to 
purchase 
or 
discount 
bonds issued by reclamation districts, 
issue 
their 
own 
debentures 
and 
spread 
payment 
of 
the drainage 
bonds over a long period 
of 
years. 
Each bank would be supplied by the 
government with a capital stock of 
$6 ,000,000 and would operate 
inde-' 
pendbntly of the others under 
the 
control of the Federal Farm 
Loan 
Board. 
In this manner, drainage districts 
would be enabled to spread payments 
for reclamation over a long period of 
years, probably for a first ten years 
paying only the interest on 
bonds 
and thus reducing the taxes, the tax- 


es for drainage work required to be 
paid by the landowmers. 
In 
brief, it 
was 
explained, the 
drainage district sells its bonds 
to 
the investment bank, which, in turn, 
issues its 
obligations 
with 
these 
drainage bonds as security. But. the 
bonds will run for a period of 
not 
less than tw-enty years and not more 
than 43. 
In years when crops were 
not good or the district was not finan 
cially sound, payments on the prin 
cipal could be deferred, making 
it 
unnecessary for the landowner to pay 
out drainage tax 
that 
year. 
This 
plan, 
it 
was 
stated, 
would savt 
Southeast Missouri landowners thou 
sands of dollars yearly. 
A measure for the 
establishment 
of these banks was indorsed by the 
meeting and will 
be 
presented 
to 
both Senate and House of Represen­ 
tatives at this session of 
Congress 
While no action is expected at thi 
time, it is the plan of the commiss­ 
ion to get the bill into committee and 
to mold public sentiment in its favor 
The commission introducing the bill 
was authorized by the last legislature 
and its members, J. A. Finch, 
New 
Madrid; W. F. Shelton, Kennett; R 
B. 
Hart, 
Caruthersville; John 
F 
Wagner of Greenville and W. N. Bar 
ron of Poplar Bluff were named bjt 
Gover Baker.

Prospects for the establishment of 
a Canning Factory at Sikeston 
are 
unusually good, judging 
from 
the 
sentiment brought forth at the call­ 
ed meeting of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, Monday night. 
An unusually large attendance was 
out to hear C. A. Harward of Hall, 
Tenn., speak to the club concerning 
the prospective canning factory. Mr. 
Harward 
was 
bom 
in 
Maryland, 
which state 
has 
over 
400 canning 
factories, large and small, and 
has 
had forty years 
experience in 
the 
canning game. 
It is his opinion that 
Sikeston is admirably situated 
for 
purposes of becoming a canning cen­ 
ter and he believes that a factory lo­ 
cated here will pay for itself within 
a short time. 
One of the 
big advantages 
that 
would acrue to the community from 
the factory, would be, not alone the 
furnishing of employment to a num­ 
ber of people within the town and the 
resulting distribution 
of 
pay, 
but 
would be the introduction of a 
new 
type of farming to this district that 
ha? proved 
highly 
successful else­ 
where in districts not blessed with 
nearly so fertile a soil. 
The consensus of opinion 
among 
those 
present 
was that 
a factory 
would certainly be an asset to Sik­ 
eston and a committee consisting of 
E. F. Schorle, C. E. Brenton, C. 
C. 
White, E. C. 
Matthews 
and J. W. 
Black was appointed to 
go further 
into the matter with Mr. Harward. 
This committee met with him, on 
Tuesday, going over several prospec­ 
tive sites and discussing his proposi­ 
tion. 
Mr. Harward 
was 
asked 
to 
furnish an estimate of the operating 
expenses of the factory before a final 
consideration of his proposition was 
taken up. 
To establish a factory in Sike9ton 
will necessitate the investment of lo­ 
cal capital, but that such 
an invest­ 
ment can be expected to bring ex­ 
cellent returns to 
the community 
seems assured.

arm, which

General 
Mercer was surrounded by Britishers 
and ordered to surrender. 
He refus­

many bayonet wounds which he had 
suffered. 
He was carried by his aid.

General Washington, hearing that he 
was still 
alive, 
sent Dr. Rush and 
Capt. George Lewis under a flag

He died this morning 
in the arms of Captain Lewis and will 
be buried in Christ churchyard, Phil­ 
adelphia. 
General Mercer was a native 
of 
Scotland and was about 56 years of 
age. He served as a surgeon 
in

Highland regiment in the French and 
Indian 
War. 
He 
was 
severely 
wounded in an attack on the Indian 
settlement at Kittanning on the Al­ 
legheny River, and was again wound­ 
ed in the Battle 
of 
Monongahela. 
While suffering from this wound he 
made his way alone 100 miles through 
the wilderness to Ft. Cumberland. He 
was also 
a companion 
of

Washington at the reduction of 
Ft. 
Duquesne. 
For his services at Kit­ 
tanning he received a medal from the 
British government. 
When the present war came, Gen­ 
eral Mercer was practicing his pro­ 
fession 
at 
Fredericksburg. Va.

enrolled as a minute man and 
later 
organized regiments for the Contin­ 
ental army. It was at General Wash­ 
ington’s request that he was promot­ 
ed to the rank of brigadier general 
in June, 1776, and during the 
cam­ 
paign around New York he was 
in 
command of the Flying Camp, with 
headquarters at Perth Amboy.

of his exploits was a daring raid on

on Staten Island,

care of Dr Benjamin Rush, who had 
reported that he was on the road to 
recovery. 
General Mercre, himself a 
physician, predicted that 
a bayonet 
wound under his 
right 
arm, which 
had 
been 
overlooked 
by Dr. Rush 
and by a surgeon sent by Lord Corn­ 
wallis, would result in death ,and in 
this he was right. 
In the Princeton 
battle 
General 
Mercer was surrounded by Britishers 
and ordered to surrender. 
He refus­ 
ed and defended 
himself with 
his 
sword until further 
resistance 
was 
useless, 
when 
he 
dropped to 
the 
ground, 
feigning 
death 
from the 
many bayonet wounds which he had 
suffered. 
He was carried by his aid, 
Maj. John Armstrong, to 
a house, 
W'here 
he 
was 
attended by Sarah 
Clark, a Quakeress, 
and 
was 
left 
there 
under 
parole 
as a prisoner. 
General Washington, hearing that he 
was still 
alive, 
sent Dr. Rush and 
Capt. George Lewis under a flag 
of 
truce to General Cornwallis, 
asking 
permission to attend him, and 
this 
was granted. 
He died this morning 
in the arms of Captain Lewis and will 
be buried in Christ churchyard, Phil­ 
adelphia. 
General Mercer was a native 
of 
Scotland and was about 56 years of 
age. He served as a surgeon 
in 
a 
Highland regiment in the French and 
Indian 
War. 
He 
was 
severely 
w-ounded in an attack on the Indian 
settlement at Kittanning on the Al­ 
legheny River, and was again wound­ 
ed in the Battle 
of 
Monongahela. 
While suffering from this wound he 
made his way alone 100 miles through 
the wilderness to Ft. Cumberland. He 
was also 
a companion 
of 
General 
Washington at the reduction of 
Ft, 
Duquesne. 
For his services at Kit­ 
tanning he received a medal from the 
I British government. 
When the present war came, Gen­ 
eral Mercer was practicing his pro­
